The ensuing bombardment—the 
United States strategic air force's 
tenth attack on the Nazi hub and 
the third on the capital this month 
—was so heavy that it disrupted 
German news broadcasts. 

The German news agency DNB, 
returning to the air after a shut-| 
down, made a repeat broadcast of 
yesterday's high command com- 
munique. The same thing hap- 
pened after the big American raid 
on Berlin April 29, and apparently 
was due to disruption of broad- 
casting facilities.

RETREAT BY NAZIS 


French Troops and U. S. 
Tanks Take Fortified 
Hill Town, Americans 
Threaten Itri — British 
and Poles Gain.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Naples, May 19 (AP)—French 
troops and United States tanks 
broke into the Hitler line at its 
very center today in a smash to- 
ward Sant’ Oliva, a front dis- 
patch said, as the Allies ham- 
mered all along the front at the 
new mountain wall manned by 
the Germans after “a disorderly 
retreat.” 

Sant’ Oliva, only four 
from Pico on the lateral road 
supplying the Nazi front, is at 
the tip of a wedge driven into the 


mountains between Pontecorvo 
and French-captured Esperia. 

(The German communique ac 
knowledged a “local dent” had 
been achieved by the Allies at 
Sant’ Oliva, but said it had been 
sealed off in “embittered fight- 
ing.” The Nazis said that in this 
sector the Allies attacked “with 
very strong tank forces supported 
by battle planes and after several 
hours of drumfire” were repulsed 
with very heavy losses.) 

A field dispatch said French 
troops entered Sant’ Oliva late 
yesterday and by today had fought 
their way to the top of the hill 
on which the town is situated. 
The Germans counterattacked this 
morning, but after several hours 
the Fifth Army forces still were 
holding. 

Nazi Equipment Losses. 

A headquarters officer declared 
the Germans had made “a dis- 
orderly retreat instead of a mere 
withdrawal” when they fell back 
on the Fifth Army sector from 
their smashed Gustav defenses to 
the Hitler line under American 
and French blows. 

The Nazis suffered high losses 
in equipment, and their artillery 
strength particularly has dimin- 
ished, he asserted. 

As the French supported by 
American tanks entered Sant’ 
Oliva, United States troops struck 
close to the key Appian Way junc- 
tion of Itri, menacing the German 
supply road from the coastal end. 

Polish troops of the Eighth 
Army, pushing beyond fallen Cas- 
sino, fought their way to within 
a mile and a half of Piedimonte, 
four miles west of Cassino. 

British and Indian troops and 
Canadian armored forces pushed 
up the Liri valley to a point five 
miles west of their original cross- 
ing of the Rapido River. A bat-

' SOUTHEAST ASIA HEAD- 
QUARTERS, KANDY, Ceylon, 
May 19 (AP).—Brig. Gen. Frank

and Chinese infantry, with air- 
borne reinforcements, have pene- 
trated the outskirts of Myitkyina 
after capturing the town’s air- 
drome, it was announced today. 

The airdrome, seized two days 
ago in a surprise attack, lies two 
miles south of the town. 

While troops poured in to the 
field by air from other elements 
of Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell's 
forces, another Merrill column oc- 
cupied the village of Nawraw Sa- 
kan and threw a block across the 
Mogaung-Myitkyina road. 

An official announcement said 
other troops were thrusting toward 
Myitkyina from the north. 

(The United States Board of 
Geographical Names says Myit- 
kyina is pronounced ‘M(y)it-chin- 
nah”—unaccented, and with the 
slurred “y” in the first syllable 
similar to the “y” in yet.) 

It was disclosed that the glider 
operation leading to the attack on 
Myitkyina was carried out without 
Joss of life and with only one in- 


jury. 

Fighting South of Myitkyina. 

Japanese storming against an 
‘Allied road block by Chindits in 
the Mawlu vicinity, 150 miles south- 
west of Myitkyina, were engaged 
fin a‘ bitter ll-hour battle. The 
enemy suffered heavy losses, in- 
cluding a regimental colonel. 

The Japanese also were engaged 
in struggles along the Myitkyina- 
Bhamo road, where in one instance 
Gurkhas withdrew from a closing 
pincers and watched two enemy 
parties fight each other for an 
hour, 

The Bhamo and Mawlu roads 
are the chief supply routes to My- 
itkyina- from Mandalay to the 
south. 

Stilwell’s forces, left in the Mo- 
gaung Valley to clean up roadways 
while Merrill's columns took a 
short cut to Myitkyina, were re- 
ported to have inflicted heavy cas- 
walties in a series of encounters. 

Chinese Gains on Salween. 


A spokesman at Chungking said 


Chinese forces in Yunnan Prov- 
ince, pushing for a junction with 
Stilwell in North Burma to reopen 
the Burm@ road, are making fur- 
ther advances west of the Salween 
River. 

Chinese troops were reported to 
have reached at two points the 
western slopes of the formidable 
Kaoli range, running north and 


south between the Salween and. 


iihwell rivers. 

One of these is near Mamien 
Pass, 40 miles northeast of Teng- 
chung and the other is in the vi- 
cinity of Pingka, 24 miles south- 
east of Lungling. The advance 
mear Mamien Pass brought the 
Chinese into the Shweli River val- 
ley which lies generally northwest 
of the Burma road. 

Jap Supply Line Cut in India. 

On the India side of the India- 
Burma theater, an Indian Army 
brigade in a sudden slashing at- 
tack by circuitous march through 
the jungle, blocked the Tiddim 
road south of the enemy’s main 
position below Imphal, 
headquarters announced. 

This cut off the Japanese Thirty- 
third Division which had been 
attacking Imphal from the south.

WITH STILLWELL’S FORCES 
IN NORTHERN BURMA, May 
17 (Delayed).—A procession of 
American transport planes is pour- 
ing troops and materials on to 
the airfield at Myitkyina after its 
capture this morning by Chinese 
and American ground forces in 
the most significant Allied mili- 
tary success in this theater since 
the beginning of the war. 

By this bold stroke, Lt. Gen. 
Joseph W. Stillwell has hit at the 
very center of the Japanese mili- 
tary and political power in north- 
ern Burma. He has cut the Jap 
Army in that area in two. He 
has opened a prospect for the en- 
trapment and destruction of large 
mumbers of enemy soldiers of the 
once famous Eighteenth Division. 
He has enormously improved the 
outlook for completion of the road 
t. China, though big zones of Jap- 
anese-held territory on both sides 
of Myitkyina remain to be cleared. 

Because of Myitkyina’s key posi- 
tion as the northern railroad 
‘fert to counterattack. But Brig. 
Gen. Frank Merrill’s comparative- 
ly large force combined with an 
impressive number of Chinese re- 
inforcemepts landing from trans- 
ports, makes our foothold increas- 
ingly secure, 

Myitkyina has the biggest air- 
field in northern Burma. Though 
the town itself has a normal popu- 
lation of about 10,000, the Allied 
air attacks have caused much of 
its population to flee. Neverthe- 
less, the loss of Myitkyina would 
be almost as serious to the Japa- 
nese politically as militarily, for 
the Burmese people are fully cog- 
nizant of the town’s importance. 

Though Merrill's Marauders have 
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Allied drives along the Italian front (black line) are marked 
by arrows, and include an American-French thrust into the Hit- 
ler line, before Sant’ Oliva, northwest of captured Monticelli;

Heaps of Corpses. 

Col. Gen, Sergei Birinzov, chief | 
of staff of the Fourth Ukrainian 
Army, said 25,000 Nazi prisoners 
were taken here but the mute 
dead, the shocking scene of their 
last hours and the prisoners tell 
the real horror of what a colonel 
of the 111th German Infantry Di- 
vision described as “immeasurably 
worse than Dunkerque.”

Board to Seek Affidavits. 

Affidavits which young Grass- 
wick made last fall naming sev- 
eral police officers as recipients of 
money from Newell, ex-boss of the 
AFL Hoisting Engineers Union, 
have never been turned over to 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers. Members of the board will 
ask at the meeting today that 
these affidavits be made available 
to them. 

The affidavits were once repudi- 
ated by Grasswick, but yesterday, 
under questioning by Loyd I. Mil- 
ler, director of penal institutions, 
to whom Grasswick made his orig- 
inal repudiation, Grasswick said 
that the affidavits were true. 


In the presence of Police Com- 
missioner Louis Shifrin, Grasswick 
was handed a copy of one of the 
affidavits by Miller and was asked 
whether it was the same one he 
had told Miller last fall was false. 
“Yes, I told you it was false,” 
Grasswick replied. Notwithstand- 
ing his former denial, he said now 
that it was true. 

“Tt knew that ‘Buck’ Newell had 
a lot of friends in the penitenti- 
ary, and I was afraid they would 
make trouble for me if the affi- 
davit was published,” he said, “so 
I told you (Miller) it was un- 
true.” 

Shifrin said yesterday that in 
view of Grasswick’s new state- 
ment that the statements wef 
true, he would ask the Board of 
Police Commissioners to demand 
that copies of all of them be fur- 
nished to the board.

At that 
time the charges were made by 
Mrs. Newell, but nothing came of 
them when Mrs. Newell was un- 
able to name the members of the 
department she said were paid off 

her husband and was unable 
to identify them by means of pic- 
tures. 
Voluntary Repudiation. 
When Grasswick denied last fall 


that the affidavits were true, he 
came in to see Miller voluntarily, 
Miller said, and told Miller he was 
worried “because I had made some 
false affidavits.” Grasswick ex- 
plained at the time that he had 
signed them because of outside 
pressure and to “get other persons 
off my mother’s neck” as she had 
been harassed by inquiries about 
Newell's supposed dealings with 
the police, Miller said. 

Grasswick related to Miller at 
the time, Miller stated, that he 
hed been shown photographs of 
various members of the St. Louis 
Police Department and had se- 
lected four of them as persons 
whom he said had such dealing 
with Newell. Grasswick added 
that he didn’t know the men but 
had selected four “to get rid of” 
the persons who were pressing 
him for the affidavits. 


Although Grasswick told at 
length in the affidavits how he 
was present at the time of various 
alleged payoffs and was intro- 
duced by Newell to persons present 
as. Newell's successor, if anything 
“should happen to me (Newell),” 
he told reporters after the killing 
that Newell for years had been 
torturing Grasswick and his moth- 
er because Newell didn't w ant the 
boy around.

Case's amendment would pro- 
vide that in the operation of the 
Missouri River for navigation and 
flood control, the Secretary of 
War would interpose no objection 
to the construction of reservoirs 
to impound waters of the tribu- 
tary streams for irrigation pur- 
poses, 

It also would provide that wa- 
ters in the existing Fort Peck res- 
ervoir operated by the Secretary 
of War shall be made available to 
the Secretary of the Interior for 
irrigation purposes in Montana, 
North and South Dakota as rapid- 
ly as substitute storage is consruct- 
ed and becomes available down- 
stream in North and South Da- 
kota. 

Case said that both flood control 
and irrigation were important and 
“the more reservoirs you can get, 
the better for maximum flood con- 
trol and storage of water. for irri- 
gation.” 

Chairman Overton also suggest- 
ed to the committee a possible 
compromise along similar lines 
with the Army engineers in con- 
trol of main stem reservoirs on 
the Missouri and other Federal 
agencies in control of irrigation 
and other projects on tributaries. 

Col. Miles Reber, Army engi- 
nee, in summing up the Army 
position, said “what we are after 
is a comprehensive plan to pro- 
duce benefits to all parts of the 
basin.”

Some, however, | 
have filed suits for accounting. | 

Among transactions in which he | 
defrauded clients by~ failing to. 
turn over deeds of trust he had | 
been given money to buy, he said, 
were thefts ranging from $1195 | 
to $6000. He said in one instance | 
he borrowed $6400 from the Baden | 
Bank, putting up deeds of trust | 
owned by clients as collateral. | 
Koehr said he also owed a num- 
ber of large personal notes, one 
of which was for $11,000. 

Koehr is married and has two 
daughters. He lives at 4516 Birch- | 
er place.

WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP).— 
Its broad principles bearing unani- 
mous congressional indorsement, 
the “G. I, bill of rights” veterans’ 
benefits bill, headed today for a 
Senate-House conference to recon- 
cile differences in detail. 

Estimated to cost between three 


billion and six and a half billion 
dollars, the measure provides for 
hospitalization, unemployment 
compensation, Government-fi- 
nanced education, job-finding aids 
and Government-backed loans for 
men and women who have served 
90 or more days in the armed 
forces since the draft law was 
enacted in September, 1940. 

A 387-to-0 vote following a week 
of debate sent the bill through the 
House yesterday, changed in many 
particulars from the version ap- 
proved by the Senate last month, 
also without a dissenting vote. 

Labor Issue Raised, 

The labor issue was injected in- 
to the debate shortly before pas- 
sage by amendments offered by 
Representatives Marcantonio 
(American Labor), New York, and 
Smith (Dem.), Virginia, 

Marcantonio sought to strike 
from the measure a bar against 
payment of unemployment bene- 
fits to veterans who engage in 
work stdppages resulting from 
labor controversies. He told the 
House the bar was “antilabor in 
scope and concept.” He was de- 
feated by a standing vote of 122 
to 28. 

Smith's amendment would have 
made it-illegal for anyone to “de- 
mand or receive any money or 
other thing of value from any vet- 
eran as a condition of unemploy- 
ment, or require his membership, 
or nonmembership, in any organi- 
zation, as a condition of employ- 
ment.” 


It was rejected by a standing 


vote of 112 to 19 after Marcanto- 
nio and others assailed is as “the 
open shop amendment” and a 
move toward the “exploitation of 
veterans.” 

Smith told the House the amend- 
ment was necessary because of 
“the wave of closed shop agree- 
ments” -since the war started. 
Without it, many veterans will be 
unable to obtain jobs after their 
discharge unless they join a union, 
he contended. 

Provisions of Bill. 

As passed by the House, the bill 
provides these benefits for veter- 
ans: 

Twenty-six weeks of unem 
ployment compensation at $20 

weekly (the Senate provided for 
52 weeks at rates ranging from 
$15 to $25 weekly). 

The right to attend schools of 
their own choice for a maximum 

of four years at Government ex- 
pense provided tuition and other 
fees do not exceed $500 annual- 
ly; qualified veterans without 
dependents would receive $50 
monthly for subsistence while in 
school, with $75 for those with

I want to register a decided protest 
against the interpretation your corre- 
spondent, Helen Kirkpatrick, puts on 
the action of President Roosevelt in re- 
gard to Gen. de Gaulle. According to 
her, it is pure prejudice—petty, un- 
founded, persona! dislike—on the part of 
the President for a man he met only 
once. 

The President knows much about De 
Gaulle that the general public does not, 
and his knowledge antedates the meet- 
ing at Casablanca by a year or two. 

Mr. Rooseveltsdepends not only on his 
own intimate knowledge of the French 
people and their language, but also on 
the reports of Adm. Leahy, who was 
Ambassador for two years at Vichy, and 
on those of Robert Murphy, an impor- 
tant member of the American Embassy 
before and after the defeat of France, 
who is now in Algiers. 

Both these men know France and its 
people as no correspondent writing from 


England or Algiers can possibly know — 


them. They know what people in this 
country know, who have lived in France, 
who speak and write French and who 
have been in correspondence with French 
relatives or friends until October, 1942, 
when all communication was cut off. 
They know the standing of De Gaulle 
among millions of the best elements in 
French life, intellectuals, high-ranking 
officers in the army and navy, the cler- 
gy and, last but not least, the sturdy 
peasant class, the backbone of the 
French nation. 

What the President and many of 
France's true friends fear is that if the 
vain, ambitious De Gaulle is allowed, 
after the Allied Nations liberate France, 
to claim recognition as the civilian head 
of its government,-.a bloody civil war 
will ensue.

Plodding Toward the Light 


In its own slow and deliberate way, the Con- 
stitutional Convention is making progress to- 
ward a better framework of government for 
Missouri and its political subdivisions. Exten- 
sive debate, which is usually a good thing, is 
largely responsible for the time consumed if 
reaching decisions. 

Action this week on the important problem of 
enlargement of the area of the City of St. Louis, 
which involves the city’s relations with St. Louis 
County, was marked by unusually full discussion 
and consideration of numerous proposals sub- 
mitted from the floor. 

In approving the plan recommended by its 
committee, the convention liberalized the present 
constitutional provisions, but stuck to the prin- 
ciple that final action in a matter of this nature 
should be decided by the votes of the people af- 
fected. The convention properly rejected pro- 
posals which would have fastened arbitrary 
boundary changes on both city and county. 

In other matters, too, the convention is gradu- 
ally arriving at decisions whfch, although in 
many instances they are compromises, are gen- 
erally pointed in the right direction, 

In this category are the actions providing for 
charter government for the four largest counties, 
alternative and less costly forms of government 
for other counties, the end of the fee system in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County, the right of con- 
demnation for the development and rehabilita- 
tion of blighted districts of cities. 

One of the most significantly progressive ac- 
tions is the convention’s approval of a plan to 
take the public school system out of State poli- 
tics. The plan adopted would abolish the par- 
tisan election of a State Superintendent of 


‘Schools and place the election of that official in 


a bi-partisan State board whose members would 
be appointed by the Governor. 

Also in the field of protecting the public 
schools is the recent adoption of a limitation 
which would stop the lending of school funds on 
real estate. This is a wise action to check the 
reckless indifference of some County Courts to 
the safety of funds intended for education. 

Adoption of a guaranty of the right of labor to 
organize and bargain collectively as an item in 
the Bill of Rights should meet with general ap- 
proval. The convention properly rejected lan- 
guage which might have been construed as grant- 
ing labor special immunity from the police power 
of the State. 

Commendable, too, is the limitation on fees for 
peace officers, but this would have been more 
effective if it had included Constables and Jus- 
tices of the Peace. Or may we hope that the con- 
vention will have the good sense to abolish these 
antiquated offices? 

Other excellent decisions of the convention 
include provisions for excess condemnation in 
connection with public improvements, for voting 
machines in the cities and for the taking of 
depositions by the State in criminal cases; ad- 
justmentg in the initiative and referendum; 
abolition of special privilege in money lending. 

These and other actions mark the course of 
the convention as being generally—if slowly—in 
the direction of serving the public welfare. 

Here and there patchwork is being resorted to 
when general renovation would be better. -On 
some of the most important matters, the con- 
vention has not yet come to the point of deci- 
sion. Many opportunities for it to serve the 
people are still ahead.

A Feeble Polish Gesture 

The Polish Government-in-Exile once again 
shows signs of modifying its stony stand against 
compromise with Russia, but as before, they are 
feeble signs indeed. The Polish National Council 
has moved to limit the political power of Gen. 
Sosnkowski, who is “President Designate” as 
well as Commander-in-Chief. The man has been 
s0 wholly unacceptable to the Soviet Union, how- 
ever, that this gesture, even if approved by 
President Raczkiewicz, is unlikely to be much of 
an approach to better relations. 

The Polish stand is that Russia hag no right 
to dictate what kind of government postwar Po- 
land shall have. Some Poles think, too, and with 
illusions, in terms of the “Greater Poland” of 250 
years ago, and hope without much basis that a 
similar Poland will emerge from this war. 

The Russian stand might be different if the 
Soviet Union had not committed itself to further- 
ing cordial relationg with all other nations. As 
it is, the Kremlin considers the recent trial of 
Polish officers in Cairo for having Russian sym- 
pathies, the anti-Semitic actions of the Polish 
Army that have been so hotly debated in the 
House of Commons, and concludes that the pres- 
ent Polish Government is as hostile and reaction- 
ary as that of Pilsudski or Smigly-Rydz. For 
much the same reason that the United States 
withholds recognition of Fascist Argentina, the 
Kremlin avoids recognition of the present Gov- 
ernment of Poland. 

Fearing Fascism, Russia wants a friendly Po- 
land as her neighbor. One gesture of good faith 
was made in Stalin’s conversations with Father 
Orlemanski, Another, of a dangerous nature, 
was made in Stalin’s agreement with Mr. 
Churchill that Poland should be “compensated” 
with part of Germany. A third has been made 


in the treaty with Czechoslovakia which leaves 
the door open to a friendly and democratic Po- 
land. Anything short of that kind of Poland is 
likely to find its interests disregarded in Moscow, 
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Cost of the Foremen’s Strike 

The 52,000 war production workers in the De- 
troit area who were thrown into enforced idleness 
by the strike of 3300 foremen are gradually re- 
turning to their jobs. The strike is over, but its 
damaging consequences are far from over. 

Its cost can be reckoned in time lost to es- 
sential industry—at least a half-million man- 
days, it is estimated. It can be reckoned in lost 
aircraft—250 Mustang fighter planes, not to men- 
tion other vital weapons and equipment. How- 
ever computed, this madly irresponsible strike 
adds up to a needless catastrophe for the nation, 
for both its fighting men and its home front. 

Gen. Arnold, at his dramatic meeting with the 
strike leaders, told them pointblank what this 
walkout meant to the conduct of the war. It 
meant one of the most serious setbacks to the 
Army Air Force since its inception, he said. It 
meant that, “after a certain day,” bombers would 
have insufficient fighter protection in their all- 
out attacks upon German critical industries, It 
might mean a change in the war's timetable, in 
the very date of the invasion. And how, he 
asked, “can I explain to the relatives of those 
that are killed the lack of fighter aircraft?” 

The blunt accusation, with the similar words 
of Adm. Pace and the warning of WLB Chairman 
Davis against fighting the Government in war- 
time, convinced the leaders that their strike was 
a grievous mistake. Yet such emphatic lessons 
should not have been necessary. Foremen are 
picked men, supposedly superior in intellect, lead- 
ership and sense of responsibility. No one should 
have to tell any worker, let ‘alone a foreman, 
that a strike in wartime is a criminal stab in the 
back for our armed forces, 

The great majority of workers have stayed on 
the job, and made possible a phenomenal arms- 
production achievement. The actions of a head- 
strong, selfish minority have spoiled the record, 
THey have harmed not only the war effort, but 
also themselves. The foremen have a case for 
union recognition, but they discredit it when 
they go out on strike. 

On the eve of our mightiest military effort, 
the invasion, war-plant strikes are particularly 
insufferable. Yet they continue to occur, as at 


the Granite City Steel Co., where a strike of 125 


AFL members in a jurisdictional dispute has 
stopped production of steel plates for the Navy 
and Maritime Commission, Yet it has been an- 
nounced several times in the last few years that 
agreements had been reached to eliminate juris- 
dictional disputes. 

Do not such men realize the grim and tragic 
truth of what lost planes and lost steel plates 


. mean in terms of the war and of human lives? 


Can they not understand that, no matter what 
the dispute, their duty is to submit their case 
to the proper agency and: continue on the job? 
Our future depends on the loyalty of our produc- 
tion soldiers no less than on that of our foxhole 
soldiers, 3

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George Ade, Fabulist 


George Ade, dead at 78, is the subject this 
week of many a wistful and nostalgic tribute, 
Those who read and relished his Fables in 
Slang when they were pouring from the presses 
are trying to explain to a younger generation 
just what it was about George Ade that in- 
spired the rigidly critical Mencken to call him 
“one of the few genuinely original literary crafts- 
men now in practice among us.”’ They are recall- 
ing his shrewd Hoosier. wisdom, his vivid meta- 
phors and amusing coinages, his keen eye for the 
American scene in all its homely details, his art 
as a story-teller, his skill in debunking before the 
word had even been invented, his dry, salty 
and picturesquely exaggerated humor. 

But the flavor of the fables, those pointed tales 
whose unliterary language often clothed a pow- 
erful wallop, cannot be analyzed or described, 
Their spirit can be captured only by reading, or 
re-reading, George Ade’s actual words, and 80 we 
reprint in the adjoining columns The Fable of 
the Man Who.Was Going to Retire.

The importance of developing the natural re- 
sources of the Missouri River Valley as an indi- 
visible whole received eloquent testimony yes- 
terday from Chester C, Davis, president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis, and James 
G. Patton, head of the National Farmers’ Union, 

Mr. Davis gave emphasis to water control on 
the land by means of erosion control, forestation 
and farming methods designed to store water 
in the soil. On this vastly important phase of 
the development hardly a start has been made. 

The Department of Agriculture, the Federal 
agency responsible for such work, recognizes 
that the erosion and siltation problems on the 
Missouri River are serious. Yet it has been en- 
abled to make hardly more than the first ges- 
ture toward finding out what should be done. Its 
preliminary estimate is that to make this part of 
a plan alone would cost one million dollars. 

Mr. Patton places emphasis upon linking val- 
ley development with the problem of disposal of 
war plants. His proposal for the Government 
to operate war plants for “peacetime purposes, 
as part of a regional program, may have limited 
feasibility, though TVA has shown that some 
types of war plants can well be adapted to Gov- 
ernment peacetime operation. But there is no 
question that the conversion of war industry to 
operation for normal‘ production purposes under 
private auspices would be helped along greatly 


by an abundance of low-cost power from a de-— 


veloped Missouri River. 

The fact of transcendant importance, however, 
is that the one way in which the Missouri River 
can be put to the service of all the people is by 
a single organization and according to a single 
plan. As Mr. Davis so truly said, any other 
way is, in wasted opportunities, too costly.

Briton Who Lived With Arabs 
Writes Fine Book About Them 


“Wind in the Sahara,” by R. V. C. Bodley. (Cowaré- 

McCann, New York). 

We so often forget that the Semitic 
peoples are dual: the Jew and the Arab. 
In recent months, so much importance has 
been placed on Arabic participation in fu- 
ture world patterns that several notable 
books on the Moslem world have been pub- 
lished, Those by John Van Ess and Philip 
Hitti were excellent, but the newest book, 
“Wind in the Sahara,” is superior by rea- 
son of its informality and lack of scholarly 
inhibition. 

The language is partly responsible. 
Bodley deliberately sets out to paint his 
picture of Moslem life with the idiom of 
the desert, the blunt, terse, often poetic 
words of the nomad. 

An Oxford man of complex talent, the 
author is the son of J. E. C. Bodley, the 
historian. He forsook a military career 
and went to North Africa where he joined 
the Moslem religion and lived for seven 
years with a tribe of Bedouin sheep-raisers. 
Hence, he writes ag an Arab. 

* > > 

One of the first things Bodley’s book 
does is to correct widespread misconcep- 
tions about the Sahara and the Foreign Le- 
gion. Less than one-sixth of the Sahara is 
desert sand, we learn, Soldiers of the For- 
eign Legion appear on the desert only as 
tourists, for the simple reason that the 
Legion goes only where there is fighting, 
and there is no fighting on the arid parts 
of the desert. There is no fighting because 
there are no people there to fight, 

The communal life of the Arab fs the 
brightest vignette in Bodley’s collection of 
word pictures. Democratic in concept and 
requiring the most intense co-operation to 
win livelihood in the sparse economy of 
a treeless world, Arabic society is largely 
based on brotherhood. Most Arabs live in 
this kind of environment; only a renegade 
minority preys on caravans and directs the 
bloody pogroms of intolerance against the 
Jews in Palestine. 

* 


Tt has been the historical fate of both 
Semitic peoples to wander — the Jew 
throughout the world (save for the single 
strong root driven in at Tel-Aviv) and the 
Arab in his many half-deserted empires 
from the Western bulge of Africa to the 
borders of Persia, 

“Wind in the Sahara” is an unusual and 
valuable study of the nomadic life that is 
the daily business of one-eighth of the 
people on our planet.

Mental Health in Wartime 
“The War and Mental Health tn Engiand,”’ by James 

M. Mackintosh, M. D. (Commonwealth Fund, New 

York.) 

This excellent monograph presents a com- 
prehensive report of the problems besetting 
the minds of inhabitants of the British 
Isles under the impact of war, Dr. MacKin- 
tosh, professor of preventive medicine at 
the University of Glasgow, surveys the re- 
sults of war on the minds of the new sol- 
dier, industrial worker, housewife, hospital 
patient and student; analyzes the changes 
wrought by the war’s several phases, and 
concludes his study with interesting com- 
ment on training professional mental health 
workers in the future, 

Psychiatry, he contends, must be treated 
hereafter as a co-ordinate part of medical 
science and integrated with medical science, 
as such. For a concrete program of mental 
health to have any value, he believes, “edu- 
cation must be the central feature of a post- 
war program.” Such education should be 
initiated with the expectant mother and 
carried on through infancy to adolescence, 
if a generation of healthy people is to be 
created, 


HERE are current in this country many popular fables, quite 
contrary to the historic record, about how the last war ended. 
They are very serious obstacles to clear thinking about an ef- 


fective settlement of this one.

I hasten to say that 
I shared all these illusions at the 
time and that it is by no means 
easy even now to find out what 
really happened. A good history 
of the last war has yet to be writ- 
ten.

Reasons for Keeping Army. 


Wilson's desire to preserve the. 
German Army as a means of bal-| 
ancing the power of France was.

wishing to preserve the German 
military power. 

This was in order to deal with 
Bolshevik Russia, with which they 
were then waging an undeclared 
war on several fronts.

| This German army was com- 
manded by Gen. Von Der Goltz. 
It operated in Finland and in the 
Baltic region under Allied au- 
thority until September, 1919, 
for 10 months after the supposed 
disarmament of Germany. 


A German Subterfuge. 
| When they were supposed to de- 
‘sist and disappear, Gen. Von Der 
Goltz arranged to have his offi- 
cers cease to be “German” and to 
continue operating as a “Russian 
army.” 

In other words, the Allies did 
not even attempt to destroy Ger- 
man militarism. What they did 


was to take - way part of the Ger- 
man Army’s obsolescent weapons, 
and to demobilize it partially. But 
the core of the Army, which was 
the caste of the professional of- 
ficers and non-coms, was left un- 
disturbed. It was they who created 
the present German Army, and 
| prepared the plans of mobilization 
and the strategy for this war. 


As a result of investigations 
made by the German Reichstag 
in the early days of the German 
Republic, we have reasonably re- 
liable officiad data on this crucial 
point. During the First World 
|War the German Army had an ag- 
igregate of 45,923 active officers, 
‘of whom 11,357 were killed. Half 
of all these officers were profes- 
sionals, the rest what we should 
cal] reserve officers. The higher 
the rank the greater, of course, 
was the proportion of profession- 
als. 


Forces of the Republic. 

In the army which the treaty al- 
lowed the Republic to maintain, 
there were 4000 army and. 1500 
naval officers. These 5500 officers 
were almost entirely drawn from 
t h e professionals. Moreover, 
many others belonged to what was 
known as the Black Reichswehr, 
and continued to work more or 
less secretly with their profes- 
sional colleagues. Then, too, a 
large number of demobilized pro- 
fessional officers were enrolled 
in the police. It is reliably esti- 
mated that out of some 23,000 
professional officers left in 1918, 
8000 to 10,000 continued in mili- 
tary activities. 
| It is also interesting to note 
| that at the end of the 1920s, in 
the years just before Hitler, more 
than 80 per cent of the officers’ 
corps was drawn from old mil- 
itary families or from families 
connected with the higher civil 
service in the monarchial regime. 
Less than 5 per cent was drawn 
from the middle and lower classes. 

This history and these facts re- 
mind us that we must not confuse 
the task of disarming the present 
German Army with the task of 
demilitarizing Germany. We might 
| do well to paste them in our hats.

Instability After War. , 

A continuation of these present 
trends among the peoples of the 
United Nations in eastern Europe 
inevitably means protracted in- 
stability in the postwar years, It 
will make wholly impossible any 
such rapid and desirable transfer 
of jurisdiction from the military 
forces of the United Nations to the 
national civil authorities in these 
regions as that provided for in the 
agreement between the Soviet 
Union and Czechoslovakia. 

One of the chief causes for the 
present dilemma lies in the fact 
that the United Nations have 
made no concerted effort to help 
in solving these political issues be- 
fore the resultant controversies as- 
sumed proportions which make 
any equitable settlement far more 
difficult. They have undertaken 
no combined preventive policy. 

At times Churchill, ag in the 
cases of Yugoslavia and Greece, 
goes it alone. Occasionally Presi- 
dént Roosevelt is called upon ur- 
gently to administer an admoni- 
tion, as he did recently to the 
Greek factions. But there is no 
organism which can speak in the 
name of all of the United Nations, 
and thus be able far more readily 
to check the growth of dangers 
which will gravely imperil postwar

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The New Films

A Double-Ghost Picture 


“THE UNINVITED,” which stars Ray Milland, Ruth Hus- 
sey, Donald Crisp, Cornelia Otis Skinner and a newcomer, Gail 
Russell, is the feature attraction at the FOX this week. The 
title refers to a female ghost. The ghost, haunted 
by living people, as you might say, keeps re- 
turning to a house in which lives her “daughter.” 
For a ghost, the ghost had a lot of energy and 
Obstinate passion. Naturally, the ghost is not 
wanted, therefore she’s “uninvited.” Catch on? 

The “catch on” question is not simply a way 
of ending the preceding paragraph. It was not at 
all easy, for a long time, at the film’s showing 
to catch on to what things were all about. First 
of all, the ghost was the late mother of the living girl in the 
house (or so we were led to think, heh, heh), The late mother 
is supposed to have loved the girl dearly, as is the way of many 
mothers with their daughters, one hears. Then why, the often 
horrified cash customers obviously wanted to know, was the 
ghost always steering the poor girl wrong? Almosi every time 
you closed your eyes a moment and then opened them, the girl 
would be racing for the edge of the cliff with the intent of 
throwing herself down, down, down to the grinning, water- 
washed rocks hundreds of feet below. 

' Of course, Mr. Milhand would always race out after her and 
catch her in the (“‘ee-ee-ee,” screamed the customers) nick of 
time, after which somebody’d say, “Shall we eat, Pamela?” and 
Pamela or somebody would say, “Yes, I’m beastly hungry.” 
But, plainly, the girl was always being saved so that she and the 
ghost might try again. 

Then there were a number of rather puzzling circumstances 
having to do with the identity of the ghost herself (or should 
this read “the ghost itself?”). The ghost, whenever you got a 
good look at her, or it, a-swirling and a-forming and a-twisting 
and a-misting toward you out of the dark room to the left or 
down from the dark stairway leading up to the second floor, 
geemed to be leering, sneering, jeering, even grinning. in a 
smokily-toothy sort of way. Then why, whenever you HEARD 
the ghost, was she or it always moaning, howling, and gnashing 
the aforesaid unsubstantial teeth—almost as though she weren't 
really happy in her work? . 4 

These puzzling circumstances, plus all the stock tricks of 
ghost pictures, such as rooms that are kept dark for no reason 
at all except all the better to frighten you with, etc., added to 
a general pattern of confusion for denouement’s sake which 
characterized the picture most of the way. 

Also, unsatisfactory seating arrangements Wednesday night, 
when the public preview was held, kept getting people in the 
more-than-capacity audience into one another’s hair with the 
result that it became awfully hard to concentrate on the screen. 
You know how it is on these preview nights. People show up on 
preview nights in unusually large numbers to get the “benefit” 
of seeing a triple-feature program made up of the two pictures 
of the current week and the feature picture of the week coming 
in. And many of the people either don’t get seats or don’t get 
the seats they want. : 


The Unseated at the Uninvited 


This reviewer, driven from left side of the house to right 
side of the house, to balcony, to second balcony, back to first 
’ balcony, etc., had a typical experience. He (as were a number 
of persons) was advised “finally by an usher that a seat might 
be had on the floor of the aisle. Another usher came along after 
a while to tell me that sitting in the aisles was forbidden, and 
more of the picture was missed in looking for another seat on 
which all ushers could be agreed. But then, others were in the 
game boat. And a partial restitution for what was missed was 
made by a very nice gentleman customer who, in telling a lady 
customer what had been going on while SHE was looking for a 
seat, also kept me informed. 

Toward the end, it became clear that there were really two 
ghosts in the picture, the “mother” ghost and a Spanish-girl 
ghost. The first-mentioned wags the grinner, the second the 
howler. The originals of these two presences, you found out, 
had died somewhat homicidally in bitter hatred of each other 
years before the picture was made, The first was trying to 
kill the girl, the other was trying to save her: 

The picture packs the punch in its plot into the last few 
minutes, when you learn that the “girl” is really the daughter 
of the Spanish ghost, and that the malevolent “mother” is not 
the mother at all. Both the women were wives of the same 
husband. The picture is then seen to have made sense. In 
- gpite of the fact that I missed much of the film in the ways 
' indicated, I’'d-say that “The Uninvited” is still worth seeing— 
if you can manage not to remain among “The Unseated.” The 
performance by Miss Skinner seemed particularly good to me. 


Farce on the Old Style 


“UP IN MABEL’S ROOM,” at LOEW’S this week in the 
main spot, is from the stage play by that name of the mixup 
of many marriages. Farcical in its approach and corny in 
most of its content, it still is good for a number 
of laughs. With the help of Loew's air-condi- 
tioning, the picture would seem to provide pleas- 
ant-enough entertainment for this time of the 
year and the state of the temperature.

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Mid-Season Victory Garden 


OW is the time to dig for 
victory. Bad weather through- 
out the country has slowed up 
all farm work, Many a farmer has 
been flooded out; planting 6 way 
behind schedule. It may seem far- 
fetched to talk about a critigal 
food situation ahead, judging by 
our grocers’ shelves now, But re- 
member, the frozen and canned 
foods are last season's harvest. 
All signs point to a challenge to 
grow your own! , 

It is much easier for us “Back- 
yard Farmers” to take on a new 
planting plan at this late date 
than it is for the commercial 
growers, The labor problem is just 
us. Our farm machinery is easy- 
to-get tools. And we can easily 
use the special tactics that prom- 
ise success for mid-season garden- 
ing. 

What can you plant to get your 
Victory Garden into top produc- 
tion? On the seed list are snap 
and lima beans; chard, kale, mus- 
tard and tampala among the 
greens; beets, carrots, turnips, sal- 
sify and rutabaga among the root 
crops; and. sweet corn if you have 
the space for it. For transplanting, 
you'll find at the growers and 
seed stores tomato plants, egg- 
plant and peppers, all the cabbage 
family and a fine crop of sweet 
potato plants, 

Cucumbers, squash and the 
melon family always wait on warm 
weather to get a good start, s0 
they are just coming up on the 
planting calendar now, But they 
are all space-hogs and rather mis- 
erly on the food value and vitamin 
count, so this year you may want 
to use the space and your effort 
for more patriotic vegetables. 
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With that list to choose from, 
don’t let anyone convince you 
that spring is the only time for 
gardening in St. Louis. They just 
haven't the “know-how” for mid- 
season planting. The special tac- 
tics are simple and my garden 
records prove that they work. 


First of the special tactics: turn 
hills into valleys. It isn’t the 
giant-size job it sounds; it just 
means to plan your seed furrows 
so that instead of mounding the 
soil over the seed you end up 
with the firmed seed furrows just 
a little below the garden level. 
In times of plenty of moisture 
the “mounding” invites good 
drainage. The “valley” furrows 
help to hold what moisture there 
is around the seeds. 

Depth to plant varies with the 
season also. In early spring the. 
top surface is first to warm up. 
Now, with summer descending on 
us in a hurry; planting a bit 
deeper promises better conditions 
for good germination, Now the

Cool and moist, that's the ideal 
time for seed germination in mid- 
season. The “valleys” and the 
slightly deeper planting help to 
create this ideal situation but 
here’s the last word for it. Late 
in the growing season last year, 
the U. 8S. Department of Agri- 
culture suggested using two or 
three layers of newspapers 
weighted down occasionally with 
clumps of, earth, as a covering 
over the seed furrows. 


Bean rows, beets, all the seeds 
rows germinated much faster and 
more evenly and sturdily in many 
gardens last summer, thanks to 
this tip. It’s remarkable how 
much insulation a few layers of 
newspaper give. Yesterday eve- 
ning I looked under the newspap- 
er covering on a row of beets with 
radish markers planted just three 
days before. I had to get those 
papers off in a hurry. The soil 
was still damp and the radishes 
were pushing through all along 
the line. Tar or roofing paper 
cut into strips nine inches wide is 
another good idea for seed row 
protection. 
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Seed row protection speeds up 
germination and puts you on the 
alert to watch for the first signs 
of the seedlings coming through 
the soil. -Then off with those 
coverings. You can fold up the 
papers for future use and shift 
the tar paper strips between rows 
as if it were a mulching material. 
Of course, it may go on duty 
again to cover another seed row 
you are starting. 


When you open up the soil for 
the seed bed, give it a drink if 
it’s dry. Before you drop the 
seeds into the open furrow, pour 
your water right in, without wet- 
ting the soil that you will use to 
cover over the seeds. The mois- 
ture will work up and around the 
seeds, and the newspaper or tar 
paper on top will keep the hot sun 
and dry winds from any attempts 
at sabotage, 

Recruiting plants for your gar- 
den rows has its “know how,” too. 
The biggest plant is pot always 
the best buy. Select sturdy, firm 
looking plants with strong green 
color. You can imagine there is a 
“shock” that comes when plants 
are suddenly out on their own in 
the rows. Transplanting “shock” 
comes when the roots havé a hard 
time getting settled and finding 
food and moisture, while the leaves 
up above are drying under a hot 
sun, 


A good meal and a good drink 
for the roots as they go into the 
soil, tops the must list. Figure 
the starting solution at the rate 
of a tablespoonful of Victory gar- 
den fertilizer to the plant, with a 
pint of water. You can either 
work the fertilizer into the soil 
before you set the plant, or dis- 
solve it in the water and pour it 
— the hole as you set the plant 
n.

The “why” is, that from the standpoint of convention, a 
‘Mame followed by address should be written in full, exactly 
as an envelope in return should be addressed to you. Also, 
when using your surname it is in better taste to give your 
mame in full and not use the diminutive. On the other hand, 
paper marked “Betty” and nothing more is very best taste 
on paper that is used for letters to personal friends. But 
“Betty” with an address below would suggest a hat shop or 
other place of business. If you stamp your full name and 
address (with a neat rubber stamp) on the face of the en- 
velope, this would comply with postoffice regulations and 
make any marking other than Betty superfluous, Of course, you 
could (if you never call yourself anything except Betty Smith), 
print this mame on the left side at the top and in a straight 
line across, the address on the right.

HE shoemaker’s children noto- 

riously have gone without shoes 

and someone with a streak of 
malice has followed up this funda- 
mental idea by examining a group 
of 350 dentists to see how good 
their teeth were. If they had been in 
Al, bang up, splendid shape it 
would have caused widespread dis- 
appointment and there would have 
been no story. So it will not come 
as a great surprise to find that 
the dentists have apparently not 
been too faithful in following out 
their own injunctions to see your 
dentist twice a year, The final 
conclusion was that the mouths of 
the dentists under study were in 
need of considerable restorative 
work. 


The age of the dentists was 21 
to 65. The average number of 
teeth per mouth that had been re- 
tained by the dentists was 27, quite 
high considering the wide age 
range group. It undoubtedly shows 
that the dentists paid far more at- 
tention to their own advice in an 
attempt at preserving their teeth 
than the general population, A 
comp&rative study of dental stu- 
dents who had naturally the ad- 
vantage of being in a much young- 
er age group showed that they had 
on the average only about two 
teeth missing per mouth to the 
dentists, five.

BUT THE DENTISTS had some 
calculegs in the mouth in three- 
quarters of those examined and 
over a third of them had metallic 
restorations that had been allowed 
to goon to secondary decay. There 
were about two teeth per mouth 
that showed some evidence of de- 
cay. .

rat-tat-tat-tat on our sensitive 
nerve endings. 


Another interesting and impor- 
tant study which the American 
Dental Association has kindly 
sent me is on edentulous. mouths, 
that is, mouths that are entirely 
without teeth. You may have a 
rosy thought that if all your teeth 
are out you are going to have no 
trouble with teeth for the rest of 
your life, but such is not the 
case. You won't have pyorrhoea, 
that is true, and edentulous 
mouths are entirely free of the 
Vincent’s germs_that get in be- 
tween the teeth and the gums, 
causing pyorrhoea and so often 
go further and cause tonsilitis and 
sore throat.

THE TROUBLES that may 
arise to plague the person who 
fondly thinks all his teeth are out 
is that some root tips have been 
left in and these can often cause 
trouble. An X-ray study of the 
mouths ‘of 381 such patients 
showed the extraordinary fact that 
122 of them had retained root 
tips. Most of them had been 
wearing dentures over the re- 
tained tips for many years and 
while some of them complained 
of no discomfort many had more 
or less vague pains and irrita- 
tions for which they knew no 
cause until the retained roots 
showed up on the X-ray. 

.The lesson is that X-ray studies 
should be made before and after 
extraction of teeth to see that no 
fragments have been left in the 
jaws, The time to get them out 
is at the time of extraction. It is 
advisable not to try to remove the 
retained roots. The situation 
should be explained to the patient.
